His  new  oratorio  was  deprived  of  the  attraction  which  the  presence  of  a  world-famed  artist  jjives  to  his  work  in  the  eyes  of  aheio- 
worshipping  publir  lint  even  without  the  attraction  the  name  of  the  author  of  "  I'he  kedeu)ptio'' "  had  drawn  a  vast  audience 
eager  10  discover  if  in  this  new  etiort  the  strength  and  beauty  of  its  predecessor  remained  uodiniiniii -;d.  '  '  It  may  be  briefly 
recapitulated  that  the  work  consists  ol  four  parts- a  short  Prologue,  a  Ke(jii!im  Mass,  the  "  i.ast  Judgment,'  and  the  "Celestial 
Jerusalem  "  In  the  I'rologut-  which  is  sustained  by  the  Chorus  and  baritone  solo,  the  keynote,  or  rather  one  of  the  keynotes  <)<'ihe 
conception,  that  of  Death,  is  struck  in  a  leitmotiv  consisting  in  its  original  slape  of  a  dcscrnding  sequence  of  three  major  seconds 
(from  C  to  G  liat),  and  occuriiii-  to  the  words  "'I'nrrendum  est  incidere  in  manus  Dei  viventis.  '  Its  ch.iracler  is  sufficiently  defined 
by  these  words,  although  it  afterwards  takes  various  musical  shapt>,  appearing  inverted  and  otherwise  modified.  Its  Signifi'.ancc 
is  Death  itself,  death  not  only  of  the  body,  but  also  of  the  unredeemed  soul.  There  is,  however,  hope  even  in  the  regions  of  dark- 
ness and  doom,  A  beautiful  and  suave  theme,  sounded  freiiuently  throughout  the  work,  expresses  the  id«a  of  just-ce  tempered  with 
mercy,  and  finally  the  uappiness  ot  the  blessed.  The  two  opposing  forces  of  >.he  design,  "Mors  'and  ''Vita,"  are  thus  musically  well 
d'  fined,  .ind  any  one  aci|uaiiited  wiih  Gouncds  style  may  well  imagine  the  skilful  and  varied  account  to  which  he  has  turned  these 
melodic  materials.  "  *  ♦  The  "I.acrymosa  dies  ilia"  is,  for  example,  a  well-developed  and  effectively  written  piece,  and  the  ".Sanc- 
tus,'  consisting  o;  a  suave  tenor  Air  with  Chorus,  is  in  Gounod  s  most  (haracteristic  manntr;  while  the  "Agnus  Dei'  (soprano.  Solo 
and  Churns,)  is  imbued  with  spontaneous  melo<ly  of  high  order.  '  '  '  The  orchestral  movament  inscribt<l  'Tub.i  ad  ultimuni  judi- 
cium' is  a  splendi.l  piece  of  graphic  writing.  ■  Even  liner,  and  indeed,  the  most  successful  number  of  the  score,  is  that  entitleil 
"Judt-'-v."  It  begins  with  a  grand  orchestral  prelude,  in  which  the  coming  of  the  Divine  Jud(.'e  is  depicted  by  the  /.eitnnuiv.  indicat- 
ing, as  was  said  before,  justice  feni|)ered  with  mercy.  That  theme  in  its  broadest  expansion  is  given  out  by  the  strings  in  unison 
with  an  almost  overpowerii?g  etkct,  which  loses  none  of  iu  beauty  by  the  fact  that  Meyerbeer  invented  it  in  "L'Africaine."  *  *  * 
!f  less  graphically  bold  than  in  the  'Judgment"  ihe  music  here  is  suited  to  the  subject,  and  a  harmonious  close  after  so  much  that 
has  been  terrible  and  soul-stirring  is  attained

M.  Gounod  has  this  time  been  thoroughly  in  earnest  in  his  endeavour  tf.  wed  his  muse  to  bis  purpose;  and  while  endeavouring  to 
brighten  his  score  with  the  introduction,  wherever  practicable,  of  those  broad  e.vpansive  melodies  which  he,  perhaps,  better  than 
his  cmtemporaries  knows  so  well  how  to  write,  he  has  not  shrunk  from  investing  the  dread  aspect  of  his  subjei  t  with  such  sembl- 
ance of  terrors  as  lie  within  the  resources  of  his  art.  »  ,.  ♦  In  the  I  uiartet  "ihiid sum  miser,"  the  chief  sub)ect,  allotted  to  the  tenor 
in  G  minor,  is  repeated  by  the  ccmtralto  on  the  dominant,  and  again  in  its  original  position  by  thesopiano,  the  bass  SdIo  then  in- 
terrupts with  the  ''.'\^'  tremed, I',"  which,  after  a  somewhat  stern  npening,  merges  into  a  charming  and  passionate  melody  for  all 
four  voices,  redolent  of  the  ma>ter's  happiest  manner  from  first  tM  last  The  'Salva  me''  episode  is  both  beautiful  and  poetical,  the 
voice  parts  being  admirably  distributed,  though  a  lonsiderable  tax  is  laid  upon  the  powers  of  the  soprano.  *  '  '  The  verse  "Sed 
signifer  .Sarctus  Michael,'' -'^iing  by  the  soprano,  to  a  delicate  accompaniment  of  woodwind  and  violins,  pulsating  in  triplets,  while 
an  occasional  chord  .'rom  the  harp  and  the  lea'^t  suspicion  of  a  touch  on  the  cymbals  gives  color  and  accentuation  to  the  music.  This 
is  another -^f  M.  Gounnf"s  little  triumphs,  '  '  '  Introduces,  in  the  soprano  part,  the  truly  lovely  theme  which  is  entitled  "The 
Motive  of  Happiness."  whoje ''lipkeH  sweetness"  extends  to  fifte'in  bars.  No  attempt  is  made  to  develop  this,  but  in  its  concen 
trated  form  it  is  so  fascinating  that  probably  any  alteration  would  be  a  disfigurement.  *  "•  '  lly  way  of  Epilogue  comes  an  mte-'l'idc

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INTRODUCTION. 

A  description  of  the  circumstances  which  lead  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Torunlo  Miriical  Festival  AssiK;iation  might,  not 
inappropriately,  be  prut  eded  by  a  resume  of  Toronto's  pro- 
gress in  muiiical  (  ulture  williin  the  i>ast  decade.  But  although 
of  marked  iiucabt,  the  details  would  be  rather  too  extensive 
to  be  dealt  with  in  these  ( ulumns,  although  an  npi)ropi-iale  and 
int'>re.sting  feature  in  a  Libretto. 

The  first  slei)  toward  organizing  tiie  Toronto  Musical 
festival  Association  was  the  issue  of  u  circular  letter  by  Mr. 
F.  H.  Torrinj^ton,  conductor  of  the  Toronto  I'hilharnionit 
Society,  whii  h,  in  effe<;l,  wa.s  as  follows  : 

"  Recogm^ing  the  niusiral  advancement  of  the  peoplu  ot 
Ontario  during  the  last  ten  years;  and  believini^  that  that 
advancement  can  be  sf-U  further  assured  by  giving  the  musical 
portion  ol  our  people  opi'ortunities  for  coming  together  in 
large  numbers,  and  rendering  the  works  of  the  Great  Masters, 
I  have  been  agitating  for  some  time  ;)as(  the  holding  in  this 
cit)  of  a  Music:al  Festival,  similar  to  those  held  in  the  jirinci- 
uai  cities  of  llurojie  and  Aiueiica,  notably  the  liiiminghani, 
Worcester,  Mercfi)id,  (iloucestcr,  Leeds,  Hoston,  Ciincinnati, 
Worcester,  Mass.,  and  liuiTalo  Festivals.  My  efforts  in  this 
direction  have  received  such  encouragement  that  the  success 
of  a  Festival,  to  be  held  next  June,  is,  in  my  opinion,  assured. 
It  is  pro{)osed  to  have  a  large  and  influential  conmiittee  to 
carry  out  the  scheme.  The  immediate  arrange:  :  '  t"'  !  o 
entrusted  to  a  com|)etent  ICxecutive  Committee.

The  chorus 
of  1,000  voices,  selected  from  our  Societies  and  (.'hurch 
Choirs,  to  he  supi>orted  by  an  efticient  Orchestra,  sup[)lcnient<ri 
by  our  local  talent  and  the  most  eminent  solo  vocaliSis  a\  i 
able  in  America.  /\  guarantee  fund  of  live  thou'-and  dollars 
will  have  to  be  provided  to  cover  expenses ;  but  it  may  be 
reasonably  exjiected  that  the  returns  from'  the  four  perform- 
ances will  amply  meet  the  outlay." 

Replies  to  .\ir.  Torringtun's  circular  letter  were  so  numerous 
and  encouraging,  that  the  feasibility  of  the  scheme  outlined 
was  virtually  and  satisfactorily  settled. 

A  meeting  of  those  who  in  the  initial  stci's  had  expressed 
their  willingness  to  become  subscribers  to  the  Guarantee  Fund, 
was  called  and  largely  attended  by  men  representing  the  best 
elements  of  Toronto  society.  Harmony  and  the  utmost  en- 
thusiasm prevailed.  A  pnjpusition  to  increase  the  Guarantee 
Fund  to  $25,000  was  mianimously  agreed  to.  Mr.  Torring- 
ton's  progranmie,  with  some  slight  alterations  of  detail,  was 
adopted.  Committees  were  f(jrnied,  and  after  several  meetings 
for  organi,;ation,  Mr.  'f'orrington  was  formally  tendered, 
and  accepted,  the  post  of  Conductor.  'I'hree  suitable  halls 
(St.  -Andrew's,  .St.  Paul's,  and  rhllharmoiiic*  were  engaged  for
